A plan to bring back onto the tax rolls land cover- 
ing about 40 acres, in South Wilmington , was revealed 
by the Chamber of Commerce, Tuesday night, in a 
joint meeting of the Industrial Committee of the 
Chamber and the Planning Board of Wilmington,

‘The land, most of which is zoned 
for industry, 1s part of an old real 
estate plan dating back to 1887, 
with small lots of land measuring 
35 feet by 70 feet, most of which 
have been taken for taxes several 
times, and sold again by the town. 
The plan was known as Section D, 
of the Woburn City Land Company, 
and the land Mes south of Eames 
Street, and west of the old Woburn 
Branch of the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road. 


The area proposed for Urban Re~ 
newal measures about 1800 feet 
long, beside the railroad, and, as 
proposed by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, would extend a little over 
700 feet west of the old railroad, 
which is now used by the B & M 
merely for temporary storage of 
railroad freight cars,

Board 
of Appeal 
Decisions 


The Board of Appeals, Tuesday 
night, handed: down three decisions 
on recent cases, In two of the de~ 
cisions the board had voted neg- 
atively, and in the third, that of 
Realtor Alan.
